Vr, lS used this case to raise tne point that the Federal 
authorities are too busy to handle local crimes on the basis of curfew vio- 
lations. I pointed out to Vr. NNIS tnat my understanding wes that a curfew 
violation was Federal and not local, and that the state or local authorities 
could not handle it. Vr. 2%nIs pointed out that what he had in mind was that 
when an individual hed conmitted an offense which could be handled under 
the State, wnere the State could prosecute for sone type of violation or 
other, that the; should do so; that he didn't feel that the Federal Govern- 
ment should be handling petty local stuff tirouch tne use of curfew, that the 
Federal Goverment had too much to do. I mentioned that local officers un- 

a doubtedly were following the General's request, that any alien found out after 
hours should be held as a curfew violator. te stated that he would take this 
up with the General when he gets back to Viashington, as he docs not want to 

go too far on these curfew matters. lle reiterated that he did not feel that 
every offense of an alien Wis to be handled as a curfew violation even though 


he vas a curfew violator.
